desperate plight. All had blankets 
and there was enough food for the 
day, Spence said. 
Worst In 50 Years 
The rescue trains were working 
toward the stranded streamliner, 
SP’s City of San Francisco, from 
both sides of the Sierra. At 8:30 
a. rn., (PST) the eastbound train 
was reported at Dutch Flat, about 
22 miles from the streamliner. 
A new storm centered near the 
mouth of the 
Columbia 
River 
brought more rain to California’s 
lowland*, and piled up more snow 
in the mountains. It was the worst 
storm in 50 years, the weather bu­ 
reau said. More than in inch of 
rain fell in Santa Barbara early 
today. 
The two rescue trains driving 
through the drifts 
toward

stranded streamliner were equip­ 
ped with

John M adam s, secretary-man.- 
Ager of the Upper Peninsula S tate 
Fair, told the Escanaba Lions club 
last night the U. P. State F air has 
been a powerful influence in the 
im provem ent of Upper Peninsula 
agriculture. 
M ac!nms, who has 
served 
on 
the board of managers almost con­ 
tinuously smce 1934, said that the 
Citizens' 
Advisory 
Committee 
which recommended abolition 
ol 
both the Michigan State Fair a t 
Detroit and the Upper Peninsula 
State Fair at Escanaba failed to 
recognize both the need and the 
value of the U. P. Fair in making 
its recommendation. 
“The U. P. State Fair cost the 
State of Michigan last year only 
$27,000", Maclnnig said. “It 
was 
an insignificant expenditure in re­ 
lationship to the educational val­ 
ues attained.” 
Better Dairy Cattle 
The fair manager reviewed the 
history of 
the 
Upper Peninsula 
S t a t e Fair and outlined 
its 
achievements. 
The U. P. Fair was organized in 
1927, he said, and the first exposi­ 
tion was held in 1928. Escanaba 
was selected as the site 
for the 
fair, M aclnnis said, because of its 
central geographical location. 
‘When the first fair was held a t 
Escanaba, the quality of dairy cat­ 
tle in the Upper Peninsula 
was 
low. It was necessary to bring in 
elate herds and good dairy cattle 
from the Lower Peninsula in or­ 
der to m ake a good showing of 
livestock. 
“U pper Michigan farm ers 
pro­ 
fited by this experience. The ex­ 
tension men brought in high grade 
bills. In a few years we had 
a 
very fine showing of high quality 
livestock in the Upper Peninsula. 
Last year the new 4-H cattle barn 
was constructed and it was filled, 
along w ith our other cattle barns, 
w ith high quality stock, all of it 
owned in the Upper Peninsula. We 
do not show state herds any long­ 
er at the U. P. Fair.” 
M aclnnis outlined the advance­ 
m ent in 4-H club activities in the 
U pper Peninsula as a result of the 
stim ulus provided by the fair. He 
reported that the first 4-H club 
In the Upper Peninsula was 
or­ 
ganized by the late Joe Turner, of 
Escanaba. Delta 
county 
agricul­ 
tural agent 
650 4-H Chiba 
“Today there axe 650 4-H clubs 
in the Upper Peninsula and the 
club student* had 4,000 4-H ex­ 
hibits at our fair last summer. We 
have named the 4-H club dormi­ 
tory at the fairgrounds in memory 
of Joe Turner,” Maclnnis said. 
For a num ber of year* th ere 
were 15 
members on 
the fair 
board of managers, one in each of 
the counties of the Upper Penin­ 
sula. Because there are 4-H and 
agricultural agents in each county 
of the peninsula now, all working 
for the improvement and better­ 
m ent of the U. P. State Fair, the 
board of mangers wa* reduced to 
five members. 
“The sm aller 
board 
created 
more efficiency and is less expen­ 
sive,” M aclnnis explained. 
The early fairs were 
held 
in 
Septem ber but cold weather prov- 
ed a handicap and later it was de­ 
cided to move the U. P. State Fair 
to the third week in August. Mac­ 
lnnis said that the earlier date 
has worked out satisfactorily.

Outline Indian 
Treaty History 


The history of Michigan and its 
Indians, as related to the treaties 
between the several Indian tribes 
and the government of the United 
States, was outlined to the Escan­ 
aba Rotary Club yesterday noon 
by Raymond G. Mulcahey of Es­ 
canaba. 
Mulcahey said he became inter­ 
ested in 
the 
Michigan 
Indian 
through his contacts with them in 
work for the Michigan 
welfare 
department. He is consultant for 
the State Department 
of 
Social 
Welfare. 
Tracing the history of the In­ 
dians through a series of treaties 
beginning in 1785, Mulcahey said 
the Upper Peninsula never had a 
large Indian population. It was 
not suited to Indian agriculture 
and the roving bands subsisted by 
hunting and fishing. 
A treaty of 1821 with the Pota- 
watomi of southwest Michigan re­ 
sulted in the later settlem ent of 
the Indian community at Hannah- 
ville, near 
Harris 
in 
Northern 
Menominee county, he said. Many 
of the Potawatomi were 
shipped 
west and “dumped out on 55 mil­ 
lion acres of prairie dog land.” 
By 1836 the government obtain­ 
ed the land of the eastern U. P. 
extending westward to a point be­ 
tween the mouth of the Escanaba 
river on Lake Michigan and the 
Chocolay river on Lake Superior. 
A few years later the government 
controlled the rest of the U. P. 
region. 
Today the non-reservation In­ 
dians of Michigan (there are no 
true government reservations in 
the state) are in a peculiarly dif­ 
ficult situation, 
suffering 
dis­ 
crimination and limited by law in 
their efforts to make a living. But 
studies toward reform are under 
way. he added. 
Mulcahey voiced 
the 
opinion 
that “given the chance, the Indian 
can become 
self-supporting—but 
he needs sympathetic understand­ 
ing.”

The government recently ord­ 
ered the establishment of a price 
ceiling on potatoes, one of the na­ 
tion’s biggest food items and one 
of Delta county’s major agricul­ 
tural products. 
The Office of Price Stabilization 
said the cutback would be re­ 
flected to the consumer after Jan. 
>0, the effective date of the order. 
Price Stabilizer Michael DiSalle 
said, “The brake this regulation 
will apply to the accelerated rise 
in the price of potatoes will save 
the consumer m illions‘of dollars.” 
The regulation divides the vari­ 
ous potato producing states in nine 
groups, setting a base price for po­ 
tatoes in each group of states. 


Price Is $3.55 CWT. 


The price established for Michi­ 
gan per hundred weight is $3.55. 
This quoted price, according to 
Joe Heirman, Delta county agri­ 
cultural agent, is the price at coun­ 
try shipping 
points—where 
the 
grower sells his potatoes. 
The regulation provides for ad­ 
justments upward or downward 
for differences in sizes and grades 
and for the type of packaging. The 
price includes the cost of the bag if 
furnished by the grower. If sup­ 
plied by the buyer, the price of the 
bag is deducted from the ceiling 
price and the grower is paid the 
difference. 
The base price is set for U. S. 
No. I grade. For Grade A, 2” mini­ 
mum an additional ten cents will 
be paid per nundred weight. For 
Grade A, 2!4” minimum, 25c is 
added; for 2Vfe” minimum, 40c and 
for 3” minimum, 50 c. 
Adding or subtracting these ad­ 
justments will provide the deal­ 
er’s ceiling at the shipping point. 
No Control At Retail 
Additional premiums 
can 
be 
paid growers, Heirman continued, 
for putting the potatoes up in IO 
and 15-pound packs, 
depending 
upon the type of containers used. 
Deductions from 
the 
ceiling 
price will be made for grades be­ 
low U. S. No. I. If the potatoes sold 
are U. S. commercial or better, but 
still not U. S. No. I, 25c will be 
subtracted from the ceiling price. 
Below-commercial grade potatoes 
will lose $1 in selling price.

Although the OPS regulation on 
the price of white potatoes was 
made to achieve a decrease in con­ 
sumer prices, it is estimated by Jo­ 
seph Ivens, local 
potato 
dealer, 
that it will have no such effect at 
{he retail market where prices 
might rise in the next few months 
despite the regulation. 
Ivens based his opinion on the 
fact that since the potato crop was 
short last year the demand will be 
great. 
“You can’t interfere with the 
law of supply and, demand,” he 
said. “If the m arket is strong, and 
it most likely will be 
with 
the 
short crop, growers might avoid 
legitimate dealers who are re­ 
stricted in their prices by the or­ 
der and sell to eager buyers who 
will offer higher prices.” 
Growers Resentful 
“Besides, the allowed 
charges 
for handling by 
the 
wholesaler 
will increase the price to the re­ 
tailer who will compensate for this 
in the over-the-counter price to 
consumers,” he said. 
The general attitude 
of 
the 
growers to the price control is one 
of resentment, he noted. 
“This is the first time in a num­ 
ber of years that the grower has 
the opportunity to dicker with 
buyers for a good price. The short 
crop last year makes the potatoes 
highly m erchantable.” 
Ivens pointed out that growers 
here have, on the average, not 
been getting for their potatoes a 
price equal to the ceiling price es­ 
tablished. They 
have 
generally 
been selling them for about $3.25 
per hundred weight, 30c below the 
new ceiling. 
“What might happen,” he con­ 
tinued, “is that the consumer will 
eventually get poorer quality po­ 
tatoes—with more defects—for the 
same price they are paying now.” 
The possibility of a black m ar­ 
ket in potatoes was seen by Ivens 
where the growers could get a bet­ 
ter price than that allowed, with 
result being higher prices at the 
consumer level. 
Calls Action Course 
Generally, Ivens views the con­ 
trol as unwise. "The 
Office 
of 
Price Stabilization established the 
price regulation against the advice 
and judgement of agricultural ex­ 
perts,” he said. 
“The OPS called in the experts 
for consultation prior to the order 
and were counseled to avoid the 
fixing of prices at this time. But 
since the price stabiliation board 
was determined to establish a ceil­ 
ing, the experts offered a possible 
way of doing it and the form it 
should take. 
The program set up 
is the one they suggested,” he con­ 
cluded.

HE arrest of two brothers, Glenn Le­ 
high of Escanaba and Farrell Lehigh 
of Munising, as suspects in safe cracking 
jobs at Manistique and Escanaba is an il­ 
lustration of effective cooperation of police 
and citizens. 
Particular credit, of course, must go to 
the two Manistique women, Mrs. Mauritz 
Carlson and Mrs. Barney Johnson, whose 
inquisitive courage was the tipoff for the 
police chase that led to the arrest of the 
two men. If Mrs. Carlson and Mrs. John­ 
son had neglected to attach any importance 
to two men crouching beside the wall of 
the Manistique Lumber & Coal company 
office or had failed to investigate, the two 
men probably would not have been caught. 
The Lehigh brothers, of course, still have

Help Press Freedom 
vvrORLD peace based on world under- 
standing is a happy state of affairs 
long sought but never achieved. Such un­ 
derstanding must, of course, derive from 
knowledge. 
Knowledge, In turn, must come from a 
free and honest flow of information be­ 
tween the countries of the world and with­ 
in the individual countries. 
That’s been the hitch. Too often barriers 
of 
ignorance, 
prejudice and fear have 
blocked this flow. 
It is heartening, therefore, to note the 
progress of an organization set up a year 
ago to smooth the way for better mutual 
understanding among the people of the 
world. 
The 
organization 
is the International 
Press Institute. The chairman of its ex­ 
ecutive board is Lester Markel, 
Sunday 
editor of The New York Times. 
IPI’s 
announced 
aim is to determine 
whether individual countries are getting an 
accurate picture of other countries through 
their newspapers, and if they are not to try 
to remedy the situation. To date, national 
committees composed of leading newspa­ 
per editors have been formed in 24 coun­ 
tries. 
A main part of their job will be to check 
and 
report on threats to press freedom 
within their individual countries. 
The 
flow 
of news between countries, 
with any criticisms as to distortion or gen­ 
eral quality, will come under the eyes of 
officials of the various world press associa­ 
tions. 
Fortunately for its future, IPI got off to 
a sound financial start with 
a 
$270,000 
grant from the Ford and Rockefeller foun­ 
dations for expenses the first three years. 
All it has to do now is turn in a record of 
sustained accomplishment. 
The U. S. State Department, 
with its 
world-wide information service to news­ 
papers of other countries, is telling Amer­ 
ica’s story throughout the world, but as a 
government agency with a definite ax to 
grind, it has its limitations. 
By 
policing and strengthening them­ 
selves, the world’s established press 
and 
news services can offer their readers a 
quality product that can’t be matched. 
IPI can go a long way toward establish­ 
ing this quality.

cer is a program of great merit in the fight 
against cancer. 
Lung cancer today is one of the most 
prevalent types of cancer. It is estimated 
that in a very few years it will be more 
prevalent even than stomach cancer. It has 
long been suspected that tobacco smoking 
is a contributory factor to the increased in­ 
cidence of lung cancer. No one knows for 
certain, however, and that is the purpose 
of the survey. 
The national survey will be sufficiently 
wide in scope to provide a complete an­ 
swer to the question. 
Hundreds of thou­ 
sands 
of 
smokers 
and 
non - smokers 
throughout the nation will be included in 
the survey. In Michigan alone, 77,000 per­ 
sons will be included. 
It is encouraging to note that the tobac­ 
co companies are cooperating in the sur­ 
vey. 
The tobacco companies know, 
of 
course, that they are being blamed now for 
the rising incidence of lung cancer. 
Per­ 
haps the blame is unjustified. And if smok­ 
ing does play a major role in lung cancer, 
it should be possible to determine ways 
and means of correcting the situation, per­ 
haps without destroying the tobacco in­ 
dustry. 
For instance, suppose that the survey 
indicates that certain ingredients in tobac­ 
co do have a harmful effect directly con­ 
tributing to lung cancer. In such case, it 
should be possible to eliminate the irritant, 
such as nicotine, tar or whatever the cause 
may be. 
A program of this nature, of course, re­ 
quires a lot of money. The information is 
essential for any common sense approach 
to the problem. Funds contributed by you 
and others throughout the nation help to 
make this research and other equally val­ 
uable programs possible in 
the fight 
against cancer.

The Doctor Says... 
You Should Have Good Reason 
For Having a Tonsillectomy

The most common operation performed 
in the United States is removal of the ton­ 
sils. But even though this is done often, it 
should not be performed without good rea­ 
son, since it is not entirely without risk, 
though the risk is very slight. 
There are some recognized reasons for 
NOT taking out the tonsils. Among these 
are the presence of acute inflammation, 
tuberculosis of the lungs, several blood dis­ 
orders or diabetes. 
The reasons FOR taking out tonsils are 
not always so clear-cut. Frequent attacks 
of acute tonsilliis is one. Difficulty in swal­ 
lowing, breathing or talking caused by en­ 
larged tonsils is another. Catarrh or other 
infections of the middle ear also is usually 
reason enough to remove them. 
Also, 
if there is cause to believe that 
chronic infection of the tonsils is causing 
Bright’s disease, arthitis, or other difficul­ 
ties elsewhere in the body they are bettei 
out. 
Some knotty problems about the tonsils 
do come up. 
For example, Mrs. J. J. C. 
writes: “My husband has bad tonsils which 
should come cut, but because of a cough I 
•rn afraid he could not have them taken 
out by surgery. 
“Is there another way of having them 
•amoved, agy by electrolysis? His cough is 


partly a cigaret cough because he is a chain 
smoker.” 
SURGERY MAY BE SOLUTION 
Mrs. 
C. 
really asks several questions. 
Probably the first thing for her husband 
to do is to give up or cut down his cigaret 
smoking to see if that will not relieve his 
cough. 
Her second question really is whether 
the fact that her husband has 
a 
cough 
means that he should not have his tonsils 
out. 
On the contrary, his cough may be 
partly the result of diseased tonsils, and 
may be definitely relieved by taking the 
tonsils out. 
Finally, she asks whethei there is an­ 
other way of taking care of infected ton­ 
sils besides removing them. 
Most specialists in the field do not be­ 
lieve that there is any method nearly as 
satisfactory as removal of the tonsils 
Burning the tonsils by electrolysis does not 
remove all of the diseased tissue, they feel, 
and may actually seal over pockets of pus 
which can only drain into the blood system 
and do more harm than was done before 
All of this implies that the decision on 
whether to remove the tonsils or not must 
be made after study and analysis of the in­ 
dividual problem, and all 
the 
circum­ 
stances it involves.

Washington—Today that part of the 
American people which pays income taxes 
in quarterly installments, will file final 
tax estimates for 1951—plus payments. 
Most people gripe at filing taxes, 
and 
this time their gripe will 
be legitimate. 
Never before has our tax collecting system 
become so steeped in fraud and favoritism. 
If it continues, the United States could fol­ 
low the road of France, Germany and Italy 
where unfair taxes and crooked collections 
have given those countries a boost on the 
road toward Communism. 
To put a road-block on that road in this 
country, this columnist herewith suggests 
means of preventing fraud in the future. 
If you are against unfair tax collections, it 
might pay to clip this column and attach 
it to the return you send the treasury today 
—or to your congressman who will have 
to vote these reforms into operation. 
Here are the proposals: 
Reform Must Begin At The Top—When 
the White House phones the Justice De­ 
partment tax division regarding a further 
hearing for a Missouri tax case after Harry 
Schwimmer, attorney for the President’s 
close Kansas City friend Tom Evans of 
Crown Drug Stores has been hired in the 
case, 
naturally justice department law­ 
yers take the cue. It sets a general pattern 
down below. So also does the behavior of 
White House cronies on other matters. 
Roosevelt gave 
the cue on influence- 
peddling and tax-fixing at the start of his 
administration when he forced Democratic 
national committee men Arthur Mullen of 
Nebraska, Brauce Kramer of Montana and 
Bob Jackson of New Hampshire off the 
Democratic committee because they ped­ 
dled influence. Truman, near the end of 
his administration, still hasn’t set a clear­ 
cut cue as yet. 
THE “ENTERTAINMENT” RAjCKET 
Publicity—The easiest, quickest way to 
cure tax favoritism is by publishing tax 
returns. 
Partial 
publicity was practiced 
during the first years of the Roosevelt ad­ 
ministration, artd today full tax returns 
are published in some states, notable Wis­ 
consin. 
But Congress, which is more responsi­ 
ble for tax favoritism than its sanctimoni­ 
ous members will ever admit, 
overrode 
FDR and put the quietus on any publicity 
regarding incomes. So solicitous were con­ 
gressmen for the big taxpayer that 
they 
made it a criminal offense to leak or pub­ 
lish any income tax data. 
This has played into the hands of a lot 
of people, especially the influence 
ped­ 
dlers and those who deduct the expense of 
private yachts, private airplanes and ex­ 
pensive parties at the Stork club or the 
Mayflower. 
This was how Larry Knohl, the tax-fixer 
was able to take Washington officials on 
his private plane. 
It was also why the 
World Series games have become one of 
the biggest tax deduction rackets in New 
York. The U. S. Treasury, not the public, 
paid for most of the box seats at the World 
Series, thanks to the present system of de­ 
ducting lush entertainment expenses from 
taxes. 
While some entertainment expenses are 
justifiable, it should be remembered that 
the stenographer or salesgirl can’t deduct 
the cost of taking the boss to the ball game 
or to dinner at the Stork Club 
on 
the 
ground that she’s helping to keep her job. 
Her taxes are taken out of her salary with 
her paycheck each week, and she gets no 
allowance whatever for entertainment. 
OVERWORKED OFFICIALS 
More Personnel—Though the number of 
taxpayers has jumped from 7,288,000 to 
89,270,000 since the Democrats came in in 
1933, the number of lawyers in the Justice 
Department’s tax division has not increas­ 
ed proportionately, while the number of 
tax agents and employees in the treasury 
has fallen far below the proportionate in­ 
crease in tax returns. 
Thus, while the number of taxpayers has 
increased by ten times in 20 years, 
the 
number of Revenue Bureau employees has 
increased by only five times—from 11,524 
in 1933 to about 55,000 today. 
Meanwhile the Justice Department’s tax 
lawyers actually were decreased by con­ 
gressional economy from 90 in 1946 to 87 
in 1951 despite the fact that the tax divi­ 
sion handled 1,606 cases in 1946 and 3,100 
cases in 1951. 
The tax division was formerly under the 
ousted LaMar Caudle; and though influ­ 
ence was sometimes responsible for sty­ 
mied cases, more often it was just plain 
overwork.

Today the plant is setting re­ 
cords in production—figures se­ 
cret—of light T-41 tanks which 
are called the finest ever made. 
And production is well under way 
on 
another 
armored 
vehicle, 
bringing the plant’s contracts up 
to a half-billion dollars. 
The Cadillac-run plant is hailed 
by government production offi­ 
cials as the country’s outstanding 
proof that the guns and butter 
program can, and is, working. It 
is the flat claim of 47-year-old 
Edward N. Cole, one of the out­ 
standing tank experts 
in 
the 
country, and the plant’s boss, that 
his 
production 
has 
not 
been 
slowed up by one bottleneck. His 
philosophy is: 
“We 
set objectives 
that 
we 
know we cannot meet and then 
do our darndest to meet them.”

Before the beans had all been 
removed from the plant, Cadillac 
purchasing agents saw the im­ 
pending shortage in armor cast­ 
ings. 
Engineers quickly figured 
out a way to substitute easier-to- 
get rolled armor plating for a 
great many sections of the T-41. 
Result was to avoid the casting 
bottleneck, a stronger tank, and 
one that weighs 4000 pounds less.

January Thaw 
Perhaps we ought not to look 
for a mild spell 
in 
the 
first 
month; then we would not be dis­ 
appointed if the days ride through 
on steady 
cold 
and 
deepening 
snow. But since January is named 
for the Roman deity, Janus, god 
of doors and 
gates, 
and 
since 
doors and gates have two sides, it 
is natural for humans to think the 
Weather Man may relent, Two or 
three times in each IO years, we 
have a memorable thaw when you 
can feel that grumpy 
Turnkey, 
Winter, unlock the gates and per­ 
mit a welcome breath of warmth 
to loosen the taut chains. 
A farmer who has lived a kfe 
close to Nature and who is on 
intimate terms with 
wind 
and 
rain, sunshine and clouds, knows 
when the thaw is approaching. It 
usually follows a spell of brittle, 
cold weather; cumulus clouds dis­

THE NINE MUSES OF GREECE 
Nine 
beautiful 
goddesses or nymph* 
(nimfs) were supposed to rule over all the 
arts and sciences during the days of the 
ancient Greeks. 
These, according to the 
poet, Homer, were the nine daughters ai 
the great god Zeus ((zoos or zyoos). 
They were called the nine Muses, and 
their names, with the art or science over 
which each had particular charge, were: 
Clio (CLY-o), history: Calliope (kuh-LY- 
o-pi), epic poetry; 
Polyhymnia 
(pahl-i- 
HIM-ni-uh), sacred music; 
Euterpe (yu- 
TUR-pi), lyric song; Terpsichore 
(turp- 
SIK-uh-ri), the dance; 
Erato 
(AIR-uh- 
toe), love poetry; Melpomene (mel-POM- 
uh-ni), 
tragedy; 
Thalia 
(thuh-LY-uh), 
comedy, and Urania (yu-RAY-ni-uh), as­ 
tronomy. Some of the names are still used 
poetically, especially those relating to his­ 
tory, the dance, tragedy, and comedy. 
But because the chief duty of these god­ 
desses was to preside over poetry and song, 
the collective name of these daughters of 
Zeus, the Muses, has come down to us in 
the beautiful word “music,” 
Because 
these 
goddesses were greatly 
loved, shrines were erected to them; 
a 
great one in Alexandria built in 285 B. C 
became a noted seat of learning, attracting 
the most brilliant teachers of that period. 
The mathematician, Euclid 
(YOO-clid), 
was first a student and then a teacher at 
this institution. In the honor of the Muses, 
this school was known as the “Museum” 
(myoo-ZEE-um). 
The place was destroyed by fire during 
the fourth century, A. D. and thereafter 
the word “museum" fell into complete dis­ 
use until about 1600. 
Some scholar then 
took it up as a name for his private study 
or collection of books. From that the term 
began to be applied to any collection of 
objects of art, nature, or science, or to the 
place or building where such objects art 
preserved or exhibited.

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Consumers Are Pinched 
By Advance In Prices 


PRICE CUTS brought crowds to many American stores.

NEW YORK — The consumer 
took it in the neck in 1951—the 
cost of living rising throughout 
the year. 
And he enters 1952 
with the price of many manu­ 
factured items, 
such 
as 
autos, 
still rising. 
But the worst may be over, the 
experts tell the consumer, and 
1952 
should 
see 
more 
stable 
prices, plenty of most things to 
eat and wear, and full paychecks 
for even more people than in 1951, 
which was a year of less than 
average employment. The experts, 
of course, 
have 
their fingers 
crossed 
on 
the 
two 
unknown 
quantities: war or peace? 
How the consumer will react to 
still higher prices has a lot of 
people worried. 
If the price of 
steel goes up, for example, and 
m anufacturers of cars, appliances 
and other goods made of metal try 
to pass the extra cost along to the 
consumer, can 
they 
sell 
their 
goods? 
The consumer took the first 
waves of post-Korea price in­ 
creases, and even rushed out to 
buy—thereby sending prices still 
higher. But by late spring of 1951 
he stopped buying much except 
necessities. 
Merchants 
found 
themselves weighed down by heavy 
inventories. According to federal 
figures on personal income, the 
consumer had more money than 
ever, but he wasn't spending as 
much, and was saving more. 
Merchants found that to move 
some of their goods they had 
to tempt customer* with prices 
cut

to 
near 
pre-Korean 
levels.

Tile raw materials from 
which clothing and groceries are 
made dropped in price. 
By the end of the year prices in 
raw materials 
were 
recovering 
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part of this drop. And retail prices 
of many staples were firmer. But 
stores were 
well stocked 
with 
almost every type of goods. 
Food supplies should be plenti­ 
ful in 1852—given average w eath­ 
er conditions. The government is 
urging farm ers to grow even more 
in 1952 than they did in bountiful 
1951. Food prices should be more 
stable in the coming year. 
MEAT, 
the 
consumer’s 
big 
bugaboo in 1951, should come to 
the 
butcher 
in 
larger volume. 
Meat prices could ease a little, 
but few hope for much relief. 
CLOTHING 
prices 
will 
be 
held down by competition. 
Con­ 
sumers learned in 1951 that the 
clothing industry could make all 
that was needed by both 
the 
m ilitary and the civilian popula­ 
tion. Competition will lead cloth­ 
ing makers to 
offer 
customers 
more in quality and style. 
Syn­ 
thetic fibers, and blends of syn­ 
thetic 
and 
natural 
fibers, 
are 
expected to play an even larger 
part in outfitting both men and 
women. 
SHOE prices will be lower in 
the 
spring. 
The 
industry 
has 
plenty of capacity to supply mili­ 
tary demands and make all the 
shoes 
civilians 
want. 
Easing 
leather prices are being passed 
along in price cuts on the spring 
line. 
* 
HOUSING will be a problem in 
some communities where defense 
plants are mushrooming. 
But the 
building industry, which had its 
second biggest year in 1951, will 
try hard to find tile scarce metals 
needed to build more than the 
800,000 homes which the govern­ 
ment thinks will be plenty. 
A greater proportion of the new 
homes arc likely to be in the 
lower-priced field than in 1952, 
home-financing agencies predict. 
Federal curbs on mortgages won’t 
stop many people from building 
homes — curbs on use of scarce 
materials may. 
RENTS are expected to continue 
their slow rise, on 
a 
national 
basis, reflecting tin* higher build­ 
ing costs of newer dwellings. 
CARS may go up in price in 
1952—partly 
because of higher 
costs of production, partly be­ 
cause fewer will be made and 
thi* supply may become tight late 
in the year. 
The auto industry is divided as 
to whether the four million cars 
the government has set as a quota 
for 1952 will be enough. 
Some 
think that will be about light for 
replacement. 
Others think they 
could sell five million if allowed 
to make them. 
The 1952 new 
models may be the last for a 
tiri|e, as the government is frown­ 
ing on model changes that re­ 
quire retooling of plants. 
TIRES will be plentiful, and 
probably lower - priced lines will 
make an appearance, the industry 
predicts. The government is drop­ 
ping its curbs on the output of 
tires because synthetic and nat­ 
ural rubber 
are 
both 
in 
good 
supply. 
Drivers probably won’t have to 


worry about any shortage in gaso­ 
line, although lower octane ratings 
are likely as the expanding air 
force soaks up most of materials 
for making higher octane gas. 
Consumers will find a plentiful 
supply of household appliances. 
Big production since the war has 
whittled down much of the de­ 
mand, and the building of fewer 
homes in 
1952 will cut down 
demand for 
new 
gadgets 
still 
further. 
Most

industry 
think that in spite of the curbs 
on use of scarce metals they’ll 
turn out enough appliances—con­ 
sidering present high inventories 
—to meet customer demands, at 
least until late in the year. 
Householders and industrialists 
alike should have fairly ample 
supplies of fuel and power. 
De­ 
fense production needs, and bad 
breaks 
in 
the 
weather, 
could 
cause temporary spot shortages. 
But the expanding oil, natural 
gas and electric industries be 
lieve they can keep abreast of 
demand. 
Coal facilities are ade­ 
quate 
both 
for 
domestic 
and 
foreign fleeds. 
JOB totals are expected to in­ 
crease in 1952. But there will be 
headaches 
as 
industry 
shifts 
around—some civilian goods in­ 
dustries slowing 
down, 
defense 
production industries expanding. 
Government seers hope the worst 
of the layoffs in civilian indus­ 
tries will be 
over 
by 
midyear. 
Near the end of 1951 there were 
nearly 61 Vz million people work­ 
ing, and less than two million 
looking for work. 
More people 
are expected to be drawn into the 
labor force in 1952 to man de­ 
fense plants. 
PAYCHECKS will feel the pinch 
of the tax collector in 1952 more 
than in 1951, reflecting the tax 
hike that came late in the year. 
But wages in industry seem set 
for another round of increases. 
The money that consumers have 
left over after taxes should be 
larger in 1952. Higher wage rates, 
more overtime, more jobs, higher 
interest rates 
and 
fairly satis­ 
factory totals of dividend pay­ 
ments, all will help swell the 
total 
of 
disposable 
personarl 
income. 
But even with more money in 
their 
pockets, 
consumers 
will 
probably go right on wondering 
where it all goes to.

Wall Street was bullish, which 
means optimistic, for the long pull. 
War Is Crucial 
The Stock M arket from hrst to 
last had the war in Korea on its 
mind. It exhibited strange behav­ 
ior at times, falling all over itself 
when ttiere was 
a 
prospect 
of 
peace and a 
little 
later falling 
again when it looked as though the 
w ar would become more intense. 
And it also advanced on the pros­ 
pects of w ar and peace. 
M arket 
analysts 
rationalized 
these antics this way, and you can 
take your choice; 
W ar means 
more 
government 
spending and all 
prices 
pushed 
higher by inflationary 
pressures* 
(bullish), but 
w ar 
also 
means 
heavier Federal taxation both on 
personal and corporate incomes 
and tighter controls tp combat in­ 
flation (bearish).

Tax Takes Bite

The few but important points 
of difference and the many points 
of similarity between the m unici­ 
pal and justice court systems were 
debated last night at 
a 
public 
m eeting of the League of Women 
Voters in Escanaba city hall. 
Information concerning the jus­ 
tice court was presented by Mrs. 
John Nystrom, justice of the peace 
and a member of the League. 
Municipal Court Judge John E. 
McDonald of Marquette gave in­ 
formation concerning both sys­ 
tems, with 
particular 
emphasis 
upon points of similarity and dif­ 
ference. 
No Stand Taken 


The speakers were introduced 
by 
Mrs. 
Victor 
Powers, 
and 
League 
president 
Mrs. 
Robert 
M osenfelder presided. 
Discussion, with 
many 
ques­ 
tions. and lively interest in the 
subject of municipal courts 
and 
their operation, marked the three- 
and-one-half-hour meeting. 
Mrs. 
Mosenfelder emphasized that the 
League of Women Voters ic 
a 
non-partisan 
organization, 
does 
not sponsor candidates, and has 
taken no stand for or against a 
change in the low er court system 
in Escanaba. 
Mrs. Nystrom outlined the op­ 
eration of justice cocirt and its 
jurisdiction. 
It is a self-support­ 
ing system without cost to 
the 
city, she explained. 
' Explains Procedure 
The justice court has jurisdic­ 
tion up to $300 in civil cases; its 
collections of fines and its books 
are audited both by the city and 
state auditors; the justice is al­ 
ways available and often 
deals 
with “human 
relations” 
factors 
and listens to “people and their 
problems 
from 
morning 
until 
night.* 
Mrs. Nystrom 
explained 
the 
circumstances behind the contin­ 
uance of certain cases, for hear­ 
ings held in privacy to prevent 
witnesses overhearing what others 
have testified to, and that no com­ 
plaint or warrant is issued w ith­ 
out the approval of the prosecut­ 
ing attorney. 
Backed By Bar 
Justice Henry Ranguette is fair 
and just and uses discretion in im­ 
posing fines, she said. 
“The Delta County Bar Asso­ 
ciation stands behind him,” she 
added. 
Judge McDonald outlined 
the 
steps taken in M arquette to re­ 
vise the city charter including es­ 
tablishing 
a 
municipal 
court, 
which w ill become effective next 
spring. 
M eanwhile he serves as 
a “glorified justice of the peace.” 
“I 
have 
no 
axe 
to 
grind, 
nothing to sell—in fact I don’t 
care what you do in Escanaba,” 
the Marquette attorney said. 
But he said he does have an in­ 
terest in justice for the people, and 
the lower courts—whether muni­ 
cipal, traffic, or justice courts— 
are the courts best known to the 
majority of the people. 
Must Be Attorney 
Municipal courts have jurisdic­ 
tion in civil cases 
up 
to 
$500, 
compared to $300 in justice court; 
jurisdiction in criminal eases is 
the same. 
The Marquette charter requires 
that the municipal court judge be 
an attorney “and I think that is 
as it should be,” he said. 
“I do not have to apologize that 
municipal court costs money— for 
I consider it money w ell spent,” 
Judge McDonald said. 
Caliber of Juries 
He outlined the m any 
factors 
th a t m ake for good operation of 
courts w ith justice to the people, 
including the cooperation of law 
enforcem ent officers and juries. In 
M arquette, he said, he refuses to 
consider the reduction of charge 
of driving w hile under the in flu ­ 
ence of intoxicating liquor. 
“It is a policy of the M arqqette 
police never to recom m end a re ­ 
duction in a drunk driving charge, 
o r m ine to reduce it. 
B etter to 
prosecute and let the ju ry decide 
w hether the defendant is innocent 
or guilty.” 
Com m enting on the need 
for 
interesting good citizens in ju ry 
service, Judge 
M cDonald 
said 
significantly: 
“Through your juries you 
going to get the level of law' 
forcem ent your com m unity 
mands.*

Vorse has to say 
makes sense—as it usually does.

many years ago the lady tossed 
off what has become a classic pre­ 
scription on becoming

writer; 
“by 
applying 
the 
seat of my 
pants to the seat of the chair” in 
front of a desk—and writing. 
Mrs. Vorse’s thesis is based on 
the familiar line about being as 
young as you feel. But. she says 
with considerable justification, no 
m atter how colt-Iike one feels, no 
m atter how active one is, younger 
people 
frequently and thought­ 
lessly keep reminding about the 
onslaught of years. 
She has written in the Woman’s

as. I presume, she herself is.

agree with her and I propose to 
mend my ways immediately about 
assisting older people on the stairs 
and marveling at the activities of 
some

octogenarians 
I 
know.

She must ever be on the alert for 
those tiny networks of wrinkles 
around the eyes which are symp­ 


toms of age—m ever brought on by 
squinting down the fairways . or 
from frequent laughter. And her 
throat—well, ifs bound to get in­ 
to the crepe stage which 
is

step removed from the velvet rib­ 
bon -and-pearls department.

rea. by President Truman's own 
words, is not a war, but a “United 
Nations police action.”

Whether a 
free citizen can be forced to serve 
on a global police 
force is 
still 
somewhat open to question—espe­ 
cially if he has vvorKed honorably 
in a war a few years back. 
It is ridiculous to 
assert

the know-how of most

is vital todfty. especially in avia­ 
tion. With the advent of all sorts 
of new devices for war. especially 
jet planes and fresh ordnance, the 
old-timer is considerably outdat­ 
ed.

We still are arguing the advis­

yank back the retreads 
at

consideration for 
their 
personal 
welfare or happiness. And

told by a great many embittered 
post-graduates that in their per­ 
sonal exneriences there has been 
very little work of real value for 
the haul-baoks to perform. 
Take Youngsters First
